INTERESTING LECTURE BY 
PROFESSOR SMITH. 


Professor J. W. N. Smlth de- 
Hvered his Jas. lecture before the 
present term ends at the Univer- 
aity Inst eveniny. He spoke an 
“ginvery, Disguised and Undis- 
guised’? and for the best part of 
an hour denlt interestingly with 
hia subject. c 

Anatole France, the greatest 
Trench author, had, Professor 
Smith said, written # story dealing 
With the execution of the founder 
of the Christian religion by his 
contemporaries and the reason for 
which they executed him. One of 
the characters in the story was 
made jo any, “Why do they execute 
this man with popular consent, 
and how can the people consent 
to it when all his life he hag 
worked for the liberty of the 
people?” The other man replied, 
“You have missed the secret; the 
truth #3 people do not wish for 
liberty.” Human history could be 
regarded from many points of 
view. It was regarded interest- 
ingly from the point of view of 
the will to enslave among men and 


‘lthe will to be enslaved. Starting 


with Weatern culture, which was 
fairly typical, they found that the 
old -civilisattons of the West were 
founded on slavery, the Near East 
and probably the East also. Go-! 


ling as far East as Babylon they 


knew that in Babylon there were 

on the average eight slaves for]: 
every free man. Ancient Greece 
and ancient Rome at the time of 
their ggrentest power, were found- 
ed on slaves. In Athens the pro- 
portion of slaves to every free 
man was about five. in ancient 
Rome about ‘the name, and in the 
country round about far more. 
Taking a human view of ancient 
history until the break-tip of the 
Roman Empire in the fifth’ 
century, they , found that as) 
against the socicty enjoying tha 

monuments, literature nnd institu- 

tions of the time there was a vast- 

ly greater class of person who had 

no rights of enjoyment, whose own 

life was not their own. When one 

seriously considered it, ene was 

appalled by the dimensions of an- 

cient slavery. For many lony 

years Christianity fought slavery. 

but still in the year 1830 and the 

years following, down to 1845. 

English labourers over vast areas 

had no choice of occupation, no 

right of contract, and ne right to 

determine their own waxes. At 

that age in so-called civilised 

countries throughout Europe, 

children of ten years were in the 

habit of . working a mini- 

mum 16 hours a day and 

sleeping on -the factory floor 

in order to be there before 

the bell went the following morn- 

ing,, Such things had gone on all 

over the modern world wherever 

freedom had been allied. to com- 

merce, : 

Torture a Private Plensure. 

Men couid be more bitterly en- 
slaved under a system of secular 
freedom and religious freedom 
than under a system of nbsolute 
slavery. Professor Smith proceed- 
ed to show why the will to enslave 
and the will fo be enslaved wero 
born of the human mind, and first 
of all illustrated this fact from 
the history of — religions and of 
democracy. Nothing so amused 
the students of religious history 
ag the brutalities that were com- 
mitted in the names of the highest 
idealists. The higher the idealism 
the greater the brutality commit- 
ted in its name, That was per- 
haps a difficult truth to renlise. 
The Christian religion in Europe 
was responsible for maintaining 
the idea of culture among races 
of barbarians who had not been | 
influenced by the ancient Enypire 
of Rome. ‘The early Christiang 
were obsessed eternally with the 
fear that the yoke that had deliver- 
ed them from ‘barbarism would 
alip back into barbarism. They 
must remember that amongst their 
greatest work was the final nbolls 
tion of slavery among the white | 
nations of the world, and yet, 25, 
time went on, so afraid were the. 
Christian authorities that Europe 
might slip) back inte barbarism , 
that they prosecuted with the ut- 
most savagery and brutality any 
person who wtarted a fact, made 
u suggestion or cven entered into 
an argument which might con- 
ceivably lend to anyone question- 
ing Christian principles. Torture 
beenmo a public spectacle and u 
private pleasure. 

It was 
which he had often quoted, that 
when persons said the end justifi- 
ed the means it was always tho 
ense that it was the moans they 
really enjoyed. In a high idealist 
system they found {it a rulo that 
for the purpose of regulating high 
ideals brutality or slavery was 
necessary.

LECTURE.. 


At tho last Wednoaday's publio | lod; 


mooting of tho Hongkong Ledgo 
of the Thoosophical Sooiety, an 
address _ was deliverod on 
“Karmo-Naturo’s Law of

THE “ LUCK" MYTH, 

In ali tho univoreo there can bo 
no such thing as chanco. To aco: 
the truth of it woe noed only 
observe the poopla around us, 
Thoro is no such thing as luck, 
good . or bad.. Behind ovory 
particle of comfort and sucnoss, 
or ill-fortuno, lics tho onorgy 
that we oursolyos havo gonoratud, 
porhaps unconsojously, porhaps 
ino proyious lifo. Ie at onoo 
becomos cloar that misfortune 
can no longor bo -called “tho 
visitation of God," and respon- 
sibility for -evil deeds convon- 
iontly charged up to Satan, It 
makes man just what ovory 
man desires to bo—a _ solf-roliant 
boing, with nolther tho powor nor 
tho desire to escape responsibility.

prosonted a big programmo of 
popular Nght olsesfoal pieces, 
which was intoraporsed with yocal 
contributions by Mrs. A.M, 
D M, 
Richards, The event was a 
in aid of the Missions to 
and amongst thoso prosont wor 
Hie Exoolloncy tho Genoral 
Officor Commanding (Gonoral 0, 
QO. Luard) and Mrs. Luard, the 
Bishop of Victoria and Mrs. 
Duppuy, tho Vice Chanocollor of 
the Univorsity (Mr. W. W. 
Hornell) and many naval and 
military officers. 


In o romarkably well-chosen 
Programme, overy numbor of 
which was finoly rondorad by tho 
band, it is difficult to single out 
any particular item for dosorvod 
praise.
